Radium Campground Rebuilt Site Monitoring the Uplands SRP Program

In 2021 the field office rebuilt the Radium Recreation 
Area within the SpecialRecreation Management Area 
(SRMA) to enhance facilities, expand 
campingopportunities, and improve parking, ADA 
accessibility, boat ramp, and access.Funding from 
collected fees paid for Ssade structures and a 
replacement of asingle vault toilet for the camp loop. 

Staff monitored Special Recreation Permits and 
made visitor contacts and outreach in the Wolford 
SRMA for OHV permittees and big game hunting and 
lion hunting outfitters permittees in other uplands 
areas. Approximately$19,000 was collected and 
spent processing permits, including necessary on-site 
monitoring and permit enforcement. These permits 
support the local economy, promote the protection of 
resources, and allow the public to enjoy public lands 
with greater safety, knowledge, and comfort.

Connecting with Communities

The Kremmling Field Office Fee Program consists of Recreational Use Permit fees and Special Recreation Permit 
Fees. Both portions of the fee program strive to be within the requirements of FLREA while meeting BLM 
Recreation and Visitor Services Program guidance and priorities, including Connecting with Communities and 
Colorado's Backyard to Backcountry priorities. As a primary river-related recreation attraction in north-central 
Colorado, local and state residents utilize the river annually for private float boating, fishing, and camping trips 
between March and December. The field office also facilities recreation opportunities close to population centers 
and remote environments. By accommodating a wide variety of dispersed uses from world-class big game 
hunting, biking, hiking, equestrian, and OHV opportunities. Out-of-region and out-of-state visitors utilize permitted 
commercial outfitters that provide the equipment and services for those looking to enjoy the area's resources and 
recreational opportunities.
